Miss  Smiley  ranks  as  one  of  our  best  teach- 
ers.   Order  and  advancement  good. 

DIST.    NO.  4 — D.  G.  MUDGETT,  AGENT. 

Summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Lilla  S.  Parmenter,  a  teacher  of  ex- 
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perience,  who  fully  sustained  her  former  reputation  as  one  of  the  leading 
teachers  of  the  town. 

Winter  term  is  under  the  instruction  of  Herbert  Rand  of  Unity,  an  ac- 
tive and  hard  working  teacher;  although  the  school  is  still  in  session,  it  is 
evident  that  the  term  will  be  a  success.  Mr.  Rand  is  a  student  in  the  E. 
S.  Normal  school  and  is  destined  to  be  one  of  the  leading  teachers.

The  summer  term  was  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Minnie  F.  Foss. 
Miss  Foss  is  one  of  our  best  teachers  and  in  this  school  we  think  she  fully 
sustain,  d  her  former  reputation. 

Winter  term  was  taught  by  Wilmont  L.  Gray  of  Troy.  This  is  one 
of  the  largest  schools  in  town  and  a  large  proportion  of  the  scholars  are 
small,  requiring  considerable  patience  and  orbearance  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher.

The  local  Board  of  Health  of  Albion  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  we  have  held  four 
regular  quarterly  meetings,  at  each  of  which  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
town  has  been  considered,  reports  of  each  member  as  to  the  general  con- 
dition health  received,  and  general  precautionary  measures  tor  the  preven- 
tion of  contagious  diseases  discussed.  In  the  first  part  of  September  we 
were  notified  that  scar'et  fever  had  broken  out  in  the  family  of  John  Gar- 
land ;  the  place  was  at  once  visited  and  the  familv  quarantined  and  all  ne- 
cessary precautions  taken  to  prevent  its  spread  which  fortunately  proved 
successful.  Three  cases  of  typhoid  fever  and  one  of  diphtheria  have  occurr- 
ed in  town  during  the  year,  but  by  the  introduction  of  proper  cautionary 
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measures,  the  diseases  were  confined  to  the  families  in  which  they  origi-
